SUMMARY: DURING SUHARTO- RAZAK MEETING IN PALEMBANG MAY 5-6 
TWO LEADERS DISCUSSED RANGE OF BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL 
ISSUES. ALTHOUGH INDONESIAN EFFORTS TO ASSIST IN SOLUTION OF 
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PHILIPPINE MUSLIM PROBLEM THROUGH HOSTING TRI - LATERAL INDONESIAN, 
MALAYSIAN, PHILIPPINE MEETING IN JAKARTA RECEIVED SETBACK WHEN 
MEETING POSTPONED DUE TO ILL- ADVISED STATEMENT OF SUHARTO 
ADVISOR, GOI HOPES TO GET SITUATION SOON BACK ON TRACKS. 

MALAYSIANS INDICATED THEY WOULD BE ESTABLISHING RELATIONS WITH 
PRC IN NEAR FUTURE, WITH INDONESIANS NOT MOVING THAT QUICKLY. 

TWO LEADERS AGREED ASEAN SHOULD APPROACH JAPAN ON SYNTHETIC 

MBBER ISSUE. END SUMMARY. 

1 . IN DISCUSSION WITH ACTING DCM AND EMBOFF MAY 8, CHIEF OF 
FOREIGN MINISTER MALIK' S PERSONAL STAFF ALEX ALATAS, WHO 
ATTENDED MAY 5-6 MEETING BETWEEN PRESIDENT SUHARTO AND 
MALAYSIAN PRIME MINISTER RAZAK, STATED THAT DISCUSSIONS HAD 
COVERED RANGE OF BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL MATTERS. MAJOR 
POINTS OF INTEREST MADE BY ALATAS ARE SUMMARIZED BELOW. 

2. PHILIPPINE MUSLIM PROBLE: ACCORDING TO ALATAS THE TWO 
LEADERS TOUCHED BRIEFY ON THIS SUBJECT, BUT WITHOUT AGREEING 
ON ANY PARTICULAR NEW INITIATIVE TO BE TAKEN. WHEN QUERIED BY 
A/ DCM ALATAS FIRST SAID SIMPLY THAT THE MEETING OF INDONESIAN, 
MALAYSIAN AND PHILIPPINE REPRESENTATIVES TO DISCUSS THE PROBLEM, 
EARLIER SCHEDULED TO BE HELD IN JAKARTA BEGINNING MAY 7, HAD BEEN 
POSTPOINED. ALATAS FREELY ADMITTED THAT REASON FOR THE POST- 
PONEMENT WAS ILL- ADVISED MAY 1 STATEMENT OF PRESIDENTIAL ADVISOR 
ALI MURTOPO URGING, INTER ALIA, THAT GOP DROP ITS CLAIM TO SABAH 

( REFS A AND C). MURTOPO' S STATEMENT, WHICH ALATAS UNDERSTOOD DID 
NOT HAVE PRESIDENTIAL APPROVAL, STUNNED AND PERPLEXED THE FOREIGN 
DEPARTMENT. 

3. WHEN A/ DCM REMARKED THAT POSTPONEMENT SEEMED TO BE 
FOR INDEFINITE FUTURE, ALATAS EXPLAINED THAT WHILE THIS 
MIGHT APPEAR ON SURFACE TO BE THE CASE, ACTUALLY GOI HAS 
SOME REAL BASIS FOR HOPES THAT THE TRIANGULAR MEETING WILL 
BE RESCHEDULED FAIRLY SOON. ( IN SUBSEQNET CONVERSATION 
WITH AUSTRALIAN DCM. A/ DCM LEARNED THAT DIRECTOR GENERAL 
FOR POLITICAL AFFAIRS DJ AJ ADININ GRAT HAD TOLD AUSTRALIAN 
AMBASSADOR THAT THE MEETING MIGHT BE RESCHEDULED FOR LATE 
MAY.) 

4. PRC RECOGNITION: SUHARTO AND RAZAK EXCHANGED VIEWS ON 
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THIS MATTER ALONG GENERALLY KNOWN LINES, ALATAS SAID, WITH 
RAZAK INDICATING MALAYSIA WOULD BE STABLISHING RELATIONS WITH 
PRC IN THE NEAR FUTURE AND SUHARTO MAKING IT CLEAR INDONESIA 
WOULD NOT MOVE THAT QUICKLY ( REF B). WHILE RAZAK DID NOT GIVE 
A DATE, ALATAS OBTAINED IMPRESSION THAT GOM CONTINUES TO AIM 
FOR AUGUST OR THEREABOUTS. RAZAK ANDIUHARTO AGREED TO KEEP 
IN TOUCH ON MATTER. 
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5. JAPANESE SYNTHETIC RUBBER: SUHARTO AND REQZAK DISCUSSED 
PROBLEM OF JAPAN' S EXPORTING FLNTHETIC RUBBER INTO MARKETS 
TRADITIONALLY SERVED BY NATURAL RUBBER FROM MALAYSIA, INDONESIA 
AND OTHER ASEKUN STATES, AND AGRED ASEAN AS A BODY SHOULD MAKE 
AN APPROACH TO JAPAN. 

6. COMMENT: FROM ALATAS' S COMMENTS ON PHILIPPINE QUESTION, IT 
APPEARS ALI MURTOPO' S COMMENT WAS AN " UNINSPIRED" 

BLUNDER AND THAT GOI IS SINCERELY ATTEMPTING TO OFFER 

ITS GOOD OFFICES IN RESOLUTION OF MUSLIM PROBLEM IN 
SOUTHERN PHILIPPINES.

MIGHT APPEAR ON SURFACE TO BE THE CASE, ACTUALLY GOI HAS 
SOME REAL BASIS FOR HOPES THAT THE TRIANGULAR MEETING WILL 
BE RESCHEDULED FAIRLY SOON. ( IN SUBSEQNET CONVERSATION 
WITH AUSTRALIAN DCM, A/ DCM LEARNED THAT DIRECTOR GENERAL 
FOR POLITICAL AFFAIRS DJ AJ ADININ GR AT HAD TOLD AUSTRALIAN 
AMBASSADOR THAT THE MEETING MIGHT BE RESCHEDULED FOR LATE 
MAY.) 

4. PRC RECOGNITION: SUHARTO AND RAZAK EXCHANGED VIEWS ON 
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THIS MATTER ALONG GENERALLY KNOWN LINES, ALATAS SAID, WITH 
RAZAK INDICATING MALAYSIA WOULD BE STABLISHING RELATIONS WITH 
PRC IN THE NEAR FUTURE AND SUHARTO MAKING IT CLEAR INDONESIA 
WOULD NOT MOVE THAT QUICKLY ( REF B). WHILE RAZAK DID NOT GIVE 
A DATE, ALATAS OBTAINED IMPRESSION THAT GOM CONTINUES TO AIM 
FOR AUGUST OR THEREABOUTS. RAZAK ANDIUHARTO AGREED TO KEEP 
IN TOUCH ON MATTER. 

5. JAPANESE SYNTHETIC RUBBER: SUHARTO AND REQZAK DISCUSSED 
PROBLEM OF JAPAN' S EXPORTING FLNTHETIC RUBBER INTO MARKETS 
TRADITIONALLY SERVED BY NATURAL RUBBER FROM MALAYSIA, INDONESIA 
AND OTHER ASEKUN STATES, AND AGRED ASEAN AS A BODY SHOULD MAKE 
AN APPROACH TO JAPAN. 

6. COMMENT: FROM ALATAS' S COMMENTS ON PHILIPPINE QUESTION, IT 
APPEARS ALI MURTOPO' S COMMENT WAS AN " UNINSPIRED" 

BLUNDER AND THAT GOI IS SINCERELY ATTEMPTING TO OFFER 

ITS GOOD OFFICES IN RESOLUTION OF MUSLIM PROBLEM IN 
SOUTHERN PHILIPPINES.
